Lack of sufficient 
farm labor and 
unusually wet 
and unfavorable* fall 
weather will prevent the Pennsylvania 
farmers from increasing the acreage 
of wheat 
and rye in the 
proportions 
that have 
l>cen asked by the United 
States 
Government. 
Pennsylvania 
has l»een asked 
to increase its wheat 
acreage fourteen per cent or approxi­ 
mately 
202,000 acres, while an 
in­ 
crease of twenty-five 
per cent asked 
in 
the rye acreage would mean 
ap­ 
proximately 70,000 acres. 


Reports reaching the Pennsylvania 
Department of Agriculture show that 
there will Ik* a slight 
increase in the 
acreage of wheat, but it is doubtful 
if it will total 
more than five per Qf partjygig 
cent over the 
acreage of the past 
year, 
It has been practically impossi­ 
ble for the farmers to get labor to dig 
their potatoes 
and cut the coin and 
thousands of 
acres that might 
have 
been 
sown to either 
wheat or 
rye 
still hax’e the corn crop untouched. 
In 
ninny sections 
it has been a custom 
to follow’ 
corn with wheat, 
hut the 
failure 
to harvest the corn crop 
will 
mean the loss 
of thousands of acres 
in wheat. 
Prom present indications 
the acreage increase in wheat will he 
about 70,000 acres. 


The same 
conditions 
confront the 
farmers in increasing the rye acreage, 
but from present indications the in­ 
crease in this 
crop will be even less 
than five jkt cent. 
From present in­ 
dications the increased 
acreage 
will 
not total more than 10,000 acres. 


The wet weather has been a big fac­ 
tor in cutting down the efforts of the 
farmers who have planned for larger 
acreages in beth wheat and rye.

3,060,090 young trout 
this 
year and the work will go on as long 
as the weather will permit, according 
to Nathan IL 
Buller, State Commis­ 
sioner 
of Fisheries. 
Mr. Buller 
is 
just home from 
a visit to the Belle­ 
fonte 
and 
other 
hatcheries 
where 
trout are being raised and says that 
if streams remain 
open he hopes to 
get young fish 
in a number of sec­ 
tions where they have not been caught 
for years, 
but which 
are favorable 
for the fish. 


“The 3,OOO,(KH) trout we will place in 
the streams this year will be the larg­ 
est 
number we 
have ever 
planted. 
Now just remember 
these trout are 


The condensery of 
the Fast Berlin 
Creamery Company and its branches 
will soon begin to receive milk to bo 
used in filling a large government or­ 
der for condensed milk which has b8en 
secured 
by the Hanover 
Creamery. 
The East Berlin concern has been pur­ 
chased by the Hanover company and 
possession has already been given. 
The Hanover Creamery is getting 
ready to fill the large orders for the 
product put up in fourteen ounce cans. 
The plant has practically been taken 
over by the government for the war 
and although the creafnery is run un­ 
der the immediate direction of the of­ 
ficials of the company, they are work­ 
ing under the supervision of the Unit­ 
ed States authorities. 
A carload of government sugar ba* 
been received by 
the Hanover com­ 
pany at the plant, while another was 
shipped to the Taneytown 
establish­ 
ment. 
Some new machinery has also 
been shipped there to he installed iii 
the creamery and 
more is to follow'. 
As soon as the entire amount of m a­ 
chinery is received and placed in posi­ 
tion the plant will start on condensing 
milk for the government. 
This milk 
will be shipped out to different points 
on orders received 
from the govern­ 
ment officials. 
Among the new’ machinery to lie in­ 
stalled 
are can 
fillers, sealers 
and 
labeling 
apparatus. 
Since November 
first, last, the plant has been run un­ 
der a government license as required 
by a recent act of congress.

Inasmuch as the total of 
Imports In Ibid wits 44.000,0<t0 tons. the 
proportion received by land Is very 
small Indeed. 
Inasmuch as F ran ce if 
at present much less capable of liv­ 
ing within Itself than is England, hy 
reason of the necessity particularly to 
Import metals and coal.

Top ic Still Absorbs Interest of Anthro­ 


pologists and O ther Scientists, Each 


Discovery Renewing Discussion. 


The antiquity o f man Is still an ab­ 
sorbing topic am ong anthropologists 
and other scien tists, ami fresh discus­ 
sions arise with each new discovery 
of ancient human rem ains. r In this 
connection, it is interesting to note, 
Kays the Philadelphia Public I,edger, 
that Dr. Arthur K eith of Edinburgh, 
an authority on the subject, believes 
that the living A ustralian aborigine 
is of an older type than any of the 
fossil rem ains of modern man found 
in Europe. 
T he N ew Yrork Medical 
Journal sa y s: 
“The date of the origin of the hu­ 
man species, by each new discovery 
of m issing chapters In its history, la 
shifted to a m ore and more remote 
tim e. 
The N eanderthal skull, which. 
by its prom inent supraorbital ridges, 
its length and flattening from above 
downward, seem ed to link man close­ 
ly, if loosely, to th** higher apes, still 
bad a brain capacity 
q u i t e equal to. 
that of the average modern man, ami 
on this account pointed to a still more 
rem ote beginning of the human being. 
The brain of the Neanderthal man was 
not only large but elaborate, and. as 
shown by the rem ains of his culture, 
h«* possessed fire and made flint im ple­ 
m ents. 
Though ancient, he w as un.vt 
thing hut an ape. 
“The H eidelberg skull, which resem ­ 
bled the N eanderthal rem ains hut was 
still more m arkedly sim ian in general 
features, hull also u capacious bruin 
* ase und is believed to have belonged 
to a creature with com paratively high 
m ental developm ent. T he Neanderthal 
man is iii aced som e H0U.UQ0 yeurs buck, 
w hile the H eidelberg skull Is pres A in cd 
to dnte to a doubly rem ote time. 
“The prehistoric rem ains found by 
D octor D ubois In Java, the bones of 
Pithecanthropus, us he has been culled, 
w ere of decidedly earlier geological 
date, us Indicated hoth by their sur­ 
roundings and by their own features; 
the bruin case w as sm all aud the cra­ 
nial traits w ere otherw ise more ape­ 
like than those o f any other known re­ 
mains. 
‘AII the structural characters 
of Pithecanthropus, so far os we know 
them, ar** exactly of the kind w e ex ­ 
pect to find iii the early ancestral types 
o f man.’ 
The unearthing of the Java 
man pushed the date for the origin of 
the 
human 
type 
hack ward 
anotbei 
period o f u 
few hundred thousand 
years, or into the M iocene epoch of 
geo lo g ical tim e. 
•The chain linking modern man di­ 
rectly w ith an early type sim ilar to 
the gorilla or ch im lam zee seem ed to be 
growing 
strong 
until, 
in 
1912, 
the 
hones o f an ancient man of another 
type w ere discovered In Euglaud In 
the Putdown cave. 
T his, according to 
Dr. Arthur K eith, w ho is as great an 
authority as can be found, I* the ‘old 
est specim en of true humanity yet dis 
covered.* T he brain o f this being was 
In size, at least, up to the m odem 
standard, but otherw ise the bones are 
‘the m ost sim ian recorded."
